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IN  THE  BEGINNING 

In  the  beginning,  there  was  Hull.  And  Hull  was  wise  and  good,  for  he  hod  lived  long  and  knew  mon  well.  And  Hull  looked  upon  the  land  and  was  troubled,  for  it  was  dark  and 
void  of  healers,  ond  people  were  filled  with  suffering.  And  Hull  said,  "We  must  set  forth  to  raise  a  healing  place  upon  the  earth,  to  gather  up  those  who  would  love  the  people  and 
care  for  them,  that  we  might  make  them  in  our  image  and  likeness  and  show  them  the  ways  of  righteousness,  and  New  Orleans  shall  have  nothing  on  us."  So  Hull  journeyed  down 
along  the  mighty  river  to  the  place  of  the  chief  priests,  scribes  and  elders.  And  he  entered  into  the  Great  Hall  that  reached  high  into  the  sky  and  spoke  with  the  leader,  who  was  call- 
ed McKeithen,  And  McKeithen  became  enlightened,  and  he  raised  his  arms  and  said,  "Verily,  we  shall  build  the  healing  place,  and  it  shall  be  the  grandest  in  the  land,  and  there 
shall  be  many  new  healers,  and  their  necks  shall  be  crimson,  as  mine."  And  the  treasure  of  the  kingdom  was  great,  for  in  the  city  of  sin  they  were  raising  a  new  temple,  and  it  was 
called  Super,  ond  if  had  long  term  financing.  So  they  sent  Hull  on  his  way  with  tablets  of  stone  and  many  bags  of  gold,  ond  bade  him  to  build  the  healing  place.  So  Hull  returned,  and 
for  forty  days  he  rested  in  the  wasteland,  and  it  was  called  Linwood.  Then  Hull  arose  and  sent  his  servants  out  into  the  countryside,  telling  them,  "Go  forth  and  throsh  the  bushes  and 
bring  back  the  finest  of  the  healers,  for  we  hove  need  of  teachers  and  builders,  and  say  unto  them  thot  we  pay  well."  And  the  servants  set  out  to  the  farthest  reaches  of  the  land, 
spreading  the  sacred  word  amongst  the  leaders  and  the  healers,  and  often  did  they  despair,  for  none  knew  whence  they  came,  since  the  Port  of  Shreve  was  like  unto  the  Vale  of 
Tears.  Yet  did  they  persevere,  and  did  not  cease  to  speak  highly  of  their  home,  with  its  rivers  of  gold  and  streets  of  mud.  And  some  did  not  believe  their  words,  and  cast  out  the 
messengers,  for  many  are  sought,  but  few  ore  conned.  Yet  some  there  were  who  did  believe,  ond  though  their  brothers  cursed  and  mocked  them,  their  heads  did  not  turn,  and 
they  prepared  to  leave  their  homes  ond  travel  the  King's  Highway. 

On  the  appointed  day  all  were  to  gather  and  hear  the  words  of  Hull,  for  they  knew  of  his  wisdom  ond  goodness  and  honor,  and  they  wished  to  abide  his  words  and  follow  the 
thoughts  of  his  heart.  And  these  men  were  many,  from  all  the  cities  of  the  land.  Among  them  was  William  the  Buck,  he  of  the  swift  tongue  and  narrow  gaze,  and  though  he  had 
tired  of  trading  in  used  chariots,  yet  he  was  esteemed,  for  he  knew  the  ways  of  persuasion.  And  from  the  Orient  came  Charles,  called  Risorius,  for  his  face  was  fixed  in  glee,  and 
none  had  ever  seen  his  eyes.  And  among  the  teachers  was  Reed,  the  Fisherman,  who  knew  the  body  and  whose  wisdom  spread  among  the  students,  os  smoke  from  his  pipe  did 
spread  among  them  also;  and  he  was  given  respect  by  all.  And  from  the  jungle  come  Kotcher,  learned  and  possessed  of  the  vermin  of  the  earth,  and  afflicted  with  jerks  about  the 
knees.  He  cored  deeply  for  the  people,  ond  the  others  thought  him  mod  ond  communist,  for  so  he  was.  And  there  was  Grove,  the  Centurion.  He  knew  not  the  lilies  of  the  field,  but 
well  did  he  know  the  finest  of  robes  ond  the  cleanest  of  chins,  ond  wished  thot  oil  might  see  the  good,  as  did  he.  Yet  he  knew  the  ways  of  the  body,  and  trained  his  students  well. 
Many  were  they,  and  filled  with  the  thoughts  of  Hull,  who  said  unto  them,  "Yea,  and  we  shall  gather  here  to  build  a  healing  place,  and  soon  our  students  shall  be  scattered  by  the 
winds  to  the  boonies  of  our  land,  where  they  shall  heal  the  people  and  their  beasts."  And  they  blessed  him  with  hosannas,  ond  spoke  to  each  other,  saying,  "Indeed,  this  man  is  ho- 
ly and  his  words  are  trufh."  And  their  hearts  were  filled  with  gladness,  for  their  pockets  were  filled  with  gold.  Again  Hull  spoke  and  laid  his  plans  on  them,  saying,  "Upon  this  plot  we 
shall  raise  our  building,  and  the  lack  of  parking  shall  not  prevail  against  us.  It  shall  be  two  hundred  cubits  in  length,  ond  fifty  in  breadth,  and  it  shall  stand  tall  against  the  winds;  and  it 
shall  be  brown,  as  the  earth,  and  there  shall  be  no  windows,  for  bricks  are  cheap.  And  we  shall  place  bars  across  the  walking  way,  lest  the  straight  ond  narrow  path  become  dusty. 
And  we  shall  raise  a  shaft  in  our  midst,  ond  oil  who  look  upon  it  shall  feel  its  power.  And  we  shall  build  machines  to  raise  our  people  to  the  heights,  ond  these  shall  be  the  swiftest  in 
the  land." 

And  so  it  come  to  pass  that  craftsmen  were  brought  from  distant  countries  to  labor  on  the  tower.  As  the  days  passed  they  climbed  high  into  the  heavens;  yet  their  work  was  not 
pleasing,  to  anyone,  and  they  were  not  content.  And  finally  their  chiefs  went  to  the  elders,  saying,  "Hear  us,  sirs,  for  we  are  greatly  troubled  in  our  work."  Yet  they  shook  their 
heads,  because  his  tongue  was  not  theirs,  and  the  elders  did  not  understand  his  words;  for  all  had  been  given  different  tongues,  and  no  man  knew  what  his  neighbor  was  saying, 
and  so  it  continues  to  this  day  at  thot  place.  So  the  completion  of  the  tower  was  uncertain,  and  the  leaders  were  in  turmoil  for  five-score  scholars  had  come  to  commence  their 
studies  of  the  ways  of  healing,  and  there  was  no  room  for  them.  Now  the  hundred  were  the  finest  youth  in  the  land,  and  they  had  bowed  and  scraped  for  many  years,  that  they 
might  be  called  to  the  healing  place,  and  they  were  unwilling  to  spend  their  days  in  idleness. 

During  all  this  time  Hull  had  grown  old  ond  wished  to  take  leave  of  his  work,  and  so  he  did,  ond  deported  in  honor.  And  he  left  his  blessing  on  Isaac,  and  instructed  him  to  care  for 
the  people  ond  finish  the  noble  task.  And  Isaac  was  wise  and  able,  good  ond  kind,  honest,  thoughtful,  hardworking,  holy  and  blessed  among  men.  As  the  Hundred  rose  in  one  voice 
ond  clamored  to  begin,  he  said  to  them,  "Could  you  not  remain  patient  with  me  for  just  two  months?  Do  not  cry  out,  oh  ye  of  little  faith,  I  say  to  you,  only  trust  in  your  Dean,  and  all 
will  be  well."  And  so  it  seemed,  for  they  did  begin  ot  last,  though  they  were  banished  to  o  stable,  in  the  hills.  Yet  their  work  was  difficult  and  frightening,  for  the  parts  of  the  body 
were  os  numerous  as  the  stars  of  heaven  and  the  fishes  of  the  sea,  and  they  did  woil  and  gnash  their  teeth. 

But  finally  it  came  to  pass  that  the  words  of  Hull  were  fulfilled,  and  the  healing  place  was  finished.  And  the  brethren  looked  upon  it  in  awe  saying,  "Truly,  this  is  about  what  we  ex- 
pected." And  all  went  forward  to  go  inside,  yet  they  were  halted  by  the  many  guards,  who  said  to  them,  "Ye  shall  not  pass  these  gates  of  pearl  till  ye  show  your  bodges  of  honor 
and  utter  the  sacred  words,"  and  few  could  show  their  badges,  and  none  knew  the  words.  So  the  guards  did  slay  them  all.  But  others  come  after  them,  badged  ond  possessed  of 
the  words,  and  they  did  enter,  and  all  agreed  thot  the  elevators  were  indeed  the  swiftest  in  the  land. 

And  the  words  they  spoke  to  gain  favor  were  these:  Semper  Procticas  Familias!

The  101st  medical  school  to  be  established  in  the  United  States  was  created  on  Monday,  May  31, 1965,  when  Representative  J.  Bennett  Johnston,  Jr.  of  Caddo  Parish  steered  o  bill 
through  the  House  of  Representatives  in  Baton  Rouge  to  found  a  new  medicol  school  in  Shreveporf.  The  bill  passed,  fiffy-seven  to  forty-three,  in  the  House,  and  by  June  7  of  the 
some  year  the  Senate  authorized  it  and  Governor  John  J.  McKeithen  put  the  finishing  touch  on  the  bill  with  his  signature.  So  the  Louisiana  State  University  School  of  Medicine  in 
Shreveport  was  formally  created  in  roughly  a  week  —  but  its  beginnings  go  back  a  little  farther .  ten  years,  in  fact,  before  the  bill  ever  hit  the  State  Legislature.  Since  1955,  Dr.  Joe  E. 
Holoubek  had  headed  a  committee  of  the  Shreveport  Medical  Society  to  get  a  medical  school  located  in  Shreveport. 

So  in  June  of  1965,  offer  ten  years  of  work,  worry,  but  always  optimism,  dreams  were  changed  to  realities  and  work  was  turned  into  more  work  and  planning.  A  dean  was 
needed  for  the  school,  and  a  dean  was  acquired  —  the  "Dean  of  Louisiana  medicine"  —  Dr.  Edgar  Hull.  Dr.  Hull,  the  associate  dean  of  the  L.5.U.  Medical  Center,  was  named  interim 
dean  of  the  new  school  by  Dr.  William  W.  Frye,  chancellor  of  the  L.S.U.  Medicol  Center.  A  member  of  the  University's  medical  faculty  for  nearly  thirty-five  years,  Dr.  Hull  had  been 
serving  as  associate  dean  of  the  L.S.U.  School  of  Medicine  in  New  Orleans  since  1954,  and  was  also  professor  and  head  of  its  Department  of  Medicine.  Also  in  1966,  Dr.  George  R. 
Meneely  joined  Deon  Hull  as  coordinator  for  development  of  plans  and  programs  for  the  school,  acting  through  the  position  of  associate  dean. 

Even  with  this  excellent  leadership,  the  fledgling  medical  school  needed  money  —  $30.5  million  to  be  exact.  The  procurement  of  these  funds  had  its  start  in  December  of  1966 
when  the  State  Legislature  voted  unanimously  to  finance  part  of  the  building  of  the  school  through  o  $10  million  state  bond  issue.  But  there  was  still  a  matter  of  $20.5  million,  which 
was  sought  from  the  federal  government.  Deon  Hull  stated  in  1967,  "We're  working  against  a  November  1  deadline  for  getting  in  our  application  for  federal  funds.  We're  working 
day  and  night  —  I  work  all  day  and  the  staff  works  oil  night."  Not  only  can  Dean  Hull's  wit  be  sensed  in  this  quotation,  but  also  the  success  of  his  hard  work  —  for  in  December  of 
1969  it  was  announced  that  the  application  for  $20.5  million  in  federal  marching  funds  was  approved  by  the  federal  government. 

Preparations  were  already  underway  for  the  school  to  acquire  its  first  students.  A  contract  was  signed  March  18,  1967,  for  beginning  development  of  the  twelve-story  medicol 
school,  the  most  costly  state  building  ever  constructed  in  Louisiana,  to  be  located  immediately  adjacent  to  the  Confederate  Memorial  Hospital.  Confederate,  a  800  bed  charity 
hospital,  was  planned  to  be  used  as  the  medical"  school's  instruction  center  for  clinical  training.  Also,  in  June  of  1967,  it  was  announced  that  the  Veterans  Administration  Hospital  in 
Shreveport  and  all  of  its  facilities  would  be  available  to  the  medical  school.  Most  of  the  dosses  for  the  first  two  years  were  planned  to  be  held  at  the  V.A.  Hospital.  Research  labs,  as 
well  as  classrooms  and  offices,  were  set  up  at  the  hospital. 

Besides  the  full-time  department  heads  and  instructors  beginning  to  be  appointed,  in  February,  1968,  the  appointment  of  138  part-time  faculty  members  to  the  school  was  an- 
nounced by  Dean  Hull.  All  of  the  port-time  appointees  would  participate  without  compensation  in  the  school's  teaching  program.  Now  that  the  facilities,  staff,  and  administration 
were  beginning  to  toke  a  pleasing  form,  in  September,  1969,  thirty-two  students  registered  as  the  first  class  of  L.S.U.  School  of  Medicine  in  Shreveport  —  the  Class  of  1973. 

The  school  grew,  not  only  in  faculty  and  administrative  size,  but  also  in  student  number.  In  September  of  1971,  the  third  entering  class  of  freshmen  was  hiked  from  thirty-two  to  for- 
ty students,  and  a  six-year  program  was  begun  for  students  directly  out  of  high  school  to  get  a  B.S.  degree  ond  an  M.D.  degree  all  in  six  years.  The  fall  of  1971  marked  another 
historical  event  for  the  school  —  on  September  16,  at  4:00  p.m.,  the  groundbreaking  ceremonies  marked  the  start  of  the  L.S.U.  Medical  School's  $30.8  million  physical  complex,  com- 
posed of  five  buildings,  on  the  grounds  of  Confederate  Memorial  Medical  Center.  More  than  500  persons  attended  the  groundbreaking  ceremonies,  to  witness  the  beginning  of  the 
most  expensive  building  in  L.S.U.  history. 

The  history  of  this  school  would  not  be  complete  without  closing  with  another  word  concerning  Dean  Edgar  Hull,  who  retired  from  University  service  on  June  30, 1973.  Dr.  Clifford  G. 
Grulee,  Jr.,  past  dean  of  Cincinnotti  College  of  Medicine,  replaced  Dr.  Hull  as  the  school's  new  Deon.  Dean  Hull  has  been  a  major  cause  for  the  success  of  this  school's  growth;  and 
with  such  a  fine  beginning,  the  school  will  undoubtedly  continue  with  its  full  development.  The  Slkeveport  Journal  aptly  put  it,  when  on  September  22,  1971,  it  reported,  "With  all 
aspects  of  the  new  med  school  added  together,  the  influence  that  it  will  exert  on  this  area  is  incalculable,  and  os  the  years  go  by  and  the  school  is  enlarged,  it  very  well  may  be 
Shreveport's  greatest  single  asset."

n  October  27, 1982,  U.S. 

Senator  J.  Dennett 

Johnston,  Jr.,  spoke  to  a 

crowd  of  more  than  five  hundred  guests 

celebrating  Founder's  Day  in  the 

courtyard  of  the  School  of  Medicine. 

If  was  Senator  Johnston  who,  as  a 

member  of  the  Louisiana  Legislature  in 

1965,  introduced  into  the  House  of 

Representatives  the  bill  authorizing 

establishment  of  the  School  of  Medicine 

in  Shreveport. 

Recalling  attempts  to  establish  a 

Medical  School  in  Shreveport,  Senator 

Johnston  said  that  he  had  never  seen  the 

community  "come  together  quite  as 

effectively  as  it  did  in  the  support  of  the 

Medical  School." 

The  lesson  learned  he  said  is  that  if  an 

idea  can  be  conceived  and  believed  if 

can  be  translated  into  political  action. 

"Indeed  it  was  the  very  thing  that 

made  this  Medical  Center  what  it  is 

today"  said  Johnston. 

There  were  numerous  individuals  in  the 

community  and  area  who  worked  to  see 

that  the  Medical  School  was  begun  in 

Shreveport.  Local  physicians,  civic  and 

business  leaders,  and  others  banded 

together  to  campaign  for  a  School  of 

Medicine  in  Shreveport. 

Founder's  Day  allows  the  School  of 

Medicine  in  Shreveport  to  thank  all  of 

those  who  made  such  vital  contributions, 

although  to  name  them  individually 

would  not  be  possible. 

Dr.  Perry  G.  Rigby,  Dean  of  the  School 

of  Medicine  in  Shreveport,  introduced  Dr. 

Edgar  Hull,  the  first  dean  of  the  school, 

and  Dr.  Ike  Muslow,  now  Vice  Chancellor 

for  the  LSU  Medical  Center,  who  served 

as  dean  immediately  prior  to  Dr.  Rigby's 

appointment  and  Dr.  George  R.  Meneely 

who  was  instrumental  in  directing  the 

Medical  School's  growth.

Maybe  it  was  your  child  who  had  innocent 
faith  in  you,  or  a  child  patient  who  in- 
spired you  by  insisting  on  living  despite 
incomprehensible  suffering. 

Perhaps  your  unsung  hero  was  a  role  model 
who  demonstrated  to  you  it  was  possi- 
ble to  rise  above  the  confusion  of  life 
and  pursue  your  goal,  regardless. 

Maybe  your  unsung  hero  bought  back  the  in- 
nocence you  sold,  took  your  anger  for 
their  own,  loved  you  unconditionally,  or 
just  broke  their  back  working  to  put  you 
through.
